Thla statement was made by Captaln

Thomas Fcnton, of tho Standard Oll
Compajiy'a whaleback steamship Clty
ef Evorott, which docked at Polnt
llreezo yosterday afternoon.
The Clty of Everott arrlved at the

.cene of the colllslon a few minutes
ftfter tho Baltic. Accordlng to the
statement of her master she was the
Ilrst ship to speak the dlsabled Repub¬
llc.
"The flhlp under my command," sald

Captaln Fenton, "contalus some of the
moat powerful apparatus for wrecklng
purpoaeg atloat. Our pumps have a ca¬
paclty of 40,000 barrels nn hour, tho
barge we were towlng would have held
all tho baggage of the passengers of
the Republlo and a large portion of
the llner*s cargo bosldea.
"The Clty of Evorett was bullt for

ocean towlng, and Is equlpped wlth tre-
inondously powerful mnchlnery, and
towlng cablcs seven Inches ln dlameter.

Aaalstnnce Curtljr De<*llned.
"Wlth auch magnltlcent XatfUltles

rlfjht at hand, Captaln Sealby curtly
declined our afslstance. saylng inat
a couple of government boats were
rornlng to hls rellef. Theso llttlo gov-
. rnment boats could have towed a
rovvboat as well as they could have
towed that blg llner.
"We .offered our asslstance, mlnd

you, at 8:30 that evening. We could
have worked all nlght.
"AU lt would have cost the Whlte

star Une would liavc been about 120,-
O00. Ab lt was, property of all klnds
of the value of neariy 12.000,000 was
lost beyond the power of recall.
"The flrst intltnation wo had of any¬

thlng wrong waa a. wlrelesa message
from tho Nantucket llghishlp. We
havo an lnstrument on the Clty of
Kvereit, and there was another on the
barge we had, ln low.
"We put about at onco and cruised

toward the scene of tho wreck. The
operator on my shlp, Irvlng Finkle-
titein. recelved the different mes-
sages as they wore flashed abroad,
and gulded us to where the Republlc
lay dlsabled.
"The nearer we got £o the wreck

the louder hls lnstrument sounded.
M> ssageu of 'Still afloat' kept comlng
In, Flnally we recelved word lhat
the passengers hael been transferred
to the Florida.
"At S:30 we rnji aiongslde the Re¬

publlc. I offered the us'e of my outfit
to Captain Sealby. He answered that
lie needed no asslstance whatever, but
asked us to go to tlio Florida, as all
Ms passengers were on board that boat.
At 9:30 we ran aiongslde tho Florida.

Told to Blackjuek PasiiniKcrH.
"Men and women crled to us from

the llner, ajid offered us large aums
of money lf we would only take them
off. When my flrst officer, Mr. Tucker,
went on board the Florida, an offlcer
handed hlm a blackjack and told him
to use lt on the passengers if neces-
»ary to keep them from trylng to Jump
from the deck ot tho Florida to the
Clty of Everett.
"Although we had understood the

Florida to have asked for a tow, they
declined asslstance. and seemed to be
in fairly good shape, all thlngs con-
tjlrterod.

"A.S it was neorssary to keep moving,
ov';r.g to the barge -w e had I.i tow, wt
i.eg'in to circle around tho two liners.
Ali nlght long tho most powerful pump¬
lng, 'wrecklng and towlng ma-i'u .ery lu
the world was forced to sail around
and around apd watch lhat blg shlp
settlo gradually iri the water.

Oo Over for One Week.
SACRAMENTO, CAL,, January 27..

Tjeglslation against the Japanese was
temporarily put a*lde hy the State l.og-
iHlaturo to-day a« a roBUlt of an agree¬
ment between ProBldcnt Roosevelt.
Oovernor Olllett and tho leaders of
both houses. Assoniblyrnan A. /VI. Drew
agreed, after a conference wlth the
Oovernor, to amend IiIh antl-allo'ii blll.
Orovo L, Johnson waB nol wllllng to
postpone actlon on hla Japanese bllls.
but a motion to put all tho measures
over for a woek prevalied wlth Jlttle
oppositlon. The Oovernor recelved the
following telegram from thB Presldont
to-day:

"I must agaln express from the stand-
polnt of all our people the appreciatlon
of tho great servlce that you are ren-
derlng. I havo absoluto and entire
faith ln lhe Judgment and patrlotlsm of
tho people of the great State of Call¬
fornla, and I know that they wlll sup¬
port you. My letter la already on lts
way to you, and you may make lt
publlc whenever you dealro."

Senator Marc Anthony Introduced ln
the upper hoifae thls morning a Joint
resolutlon calling upon Congress to re¬
quest that the Japanese consul-genera]
at San Franclsco be recalled by hls
government on tho ground that th»
ofllcial hud attempted to lnfluence the
action of the Callfornla I^egislaturc.
The alleged offense of the consul was

tliat he hud called upon Governor 011-
lette nnd asked hlm to prevent thc en-
actment of antl-Japanese bllla pendlng.

WILKIE ON STAND
He Objects to Umlflng II In Sprvlee lo

Counterfelt ern.

WASHINGTON, D. C, Janunry 27..
This aftornoon ln the committee rooms
of the Houso Committee on Approprla¬
tlons, the subcommittee havlng In
chnrgo tho draftlng of the sundry clvli
appropriation blll had Chlef Wllkle, of
tho secret servlce, on the witness stand.
Chlef Wllkle reglstered an objectlon
of Ilmltatlon of hls servlce to counter¬
felt cases. but It ls belleved that the
subcommittee wlll recommend a feat¬
uro' ln the forthcoming blll slmilar lo
the' ono of last year. For more than
three hours Mr. Wllkle waa plled. wlth
questions.
The slgnlflcant fact was brought out

that, nlthough the llmitatlons placed
upon the cxpendlture of the money for
seoret servlce lnst year ln the appro¬
prlatlon blll reduced the number of
men employed under Chief Wllkle by
nlne, those same nine men were placed
on the rolls of the Department of Jus¬
tice. The secret servlce ln the Depart¬
ment of Justice was described as con-
rtstlng of twenty-five men ln addition
to tho nine dropped by the Treasury
Department secret service.

Chief Wllkle stated that eounterfeit¬
ing had Increased rapldly durlng the
recent flnanclal strlngency, and that
there was much need for an Increase
to $135,000 of the appropriation of
1115,000 of last year.

BEAR DOWN ON CONGRESS
Cbarltr Workera ln«Ut.That Children's

Ilurrnu Ile KaiablUhed.
WASHINGTON, January 27..Plead-

Ing for the cstabllshment of a chil¬
dren's bureau ln one of tho blg depart¬
ments of the Federal government at
Washlngton, promotcrs of the welfare
of chlldren, who have been in confer¬
ence here this week, bore down on

Congress to-day. Activlties were cen-

tred on the House Committee on Ex-
pendltnres of the Interlor Department,
to whlch had been referrod tho Par¬
sons blll for the establlshment of such
a bureau in the Interlor Department.

Representatlve Parsons, the author
of the blll, presented a long list of
speakers, who made arguments In sup¬
port of the measure. Among them
were Judgo W. R. Fngan, of Birmlng¬
ham. Ala. Representattves of the
Daughters of tho Amerlcan Revolutlon
and the Councll of Jewish Women
were present. but the committee was
unable to glve thom tlme in whlch to
bc heard.

Mr. Folks contended that the great
need of the work for the upllft of
children was thc cstablishment of a

Federal bureau to coilect rellable ln¬
formatlon relating to chlld lifo.

NEW TORK, January 27..The

slmultaneous explosion of twelve dy¬
namlte, charges at 3:27 o'clock thls
afternoon, following the prossure of
a levor by Chief Engineer Charles M.
Jacobs, blew down the four feet of
natural Imrrh-r far undor the North).River between ihe two sectlons of the
third tube of thc Hudson and Manhat-
tan Rallroad botween Cortlandt
Street. Manhattan, and Jersey Clty.
Two world's records wero tnnde ln

tho work. The first was tho drivlng
of tho shielcl through the forinatlon
and erecting seventy-two feet of tun¬
nel llnlng roady tor track ln twenty-
four hours.

QUITE UNEXPECTED

Secretary Kewberry, Wlio Had
Just Issued Order Carrying
Out Part of the Plan Pre-

viously Approved 1iy
Board, Most Sur-,

prised of All.

WASHINGTON, January 27..Pres¬
ident Roosevelt Is of the opln¬
lon that the organlzatlon of

tlie Navy Department is not such as to
bring the bost results, and tu-day he
appolntod a commisslon, whose an¬

nounced duty wlll be "to conslder cer¬
taln needs of the navy."
The Presldent's actlon was somewhat

of a surprlse ln view of the fact that
the members of the comrnlssion ap¬
pointed to-day two weeks ago met at
Washlngton and Indorsed Secretary
Newhorry's plan of rcorganlzatlon, and
iu view also ot the authorlzatlon by
the same of an lnqulry Into naval ex-
pendlturea. the conduct of buslness and
the need. lf any, of legislatlon to Im¬
prove the administration of the Navy
Department.

Smv« io Newberry.
Announcement of the Presldent's ac¬

tlon waa entiroly uncxpected at the
Navy Department Secretary Newber-
ry, who to-day had issued an order
carrylng out hls proposed plan, -with
partlcular referenee to the navy yards,
appeared to be the most surprised
of all. He declared that he was not
aware lhat the President had taken
such action, had not seen the letter of
appolntment addressed to tho varlous
members of the commission. and dld
not know the purport of the letter ad¬
dressed to them.
Hls flrst information on the subject

ha.l come to hlm from the pre»«.
The President has sent Identlcal let¬

ters to each of the eight members
of the commisslon. which is headed
by Paul Morton, a former Secretary
of tho Navy. the other members be-
mtr Justice Moody, alao a former Sec¬
retary of tho Navy; Judge A. G. Day¬
ton. formerly chairman of the House
Naval Affairs Committee, and Rear-
Admirals' B. B. kuce, A. T. Mahan,
Wllllam M. Folger, Robley D. Evans
and William 8, Cowles. all of whom
are on tho retired list. Ho seta out
certaln subject* for the commission
to conslder under two general heads,
flrst, as to the fundamental prlncl-
ples of an organlzatlon that wlll in¬
sure an eflicient preparatlon for war
in tlme of peace, and aecondly, speci-
fic recommendatlons as to the changes
in the present organlzatlon that wlll
accompllsh thls result.

The Letter.
The letter ls as follows:
"Whlte House. .lanuary 27, 1909.

"My Dear Slr,.I havo appointed you
as a member of a commisslon to con¬
slder certaln needs of the navy.
The organlzatlon of the department

Ia not now such as to bring the best
results. and there Is a falluro to co-
ordinate the work of the bureaus and
to make tho department serve the ono
end for whlch It was created, that ls,
the developmont and handllng of a
flrst-olas3 flghtlng llect. Wlth thls
proposition in view I will ask you to
conslder.

"1. All defeets ln the law under
whlch the Navy Department Is now or¬
ganlzed, Includlng especlally the de¬
feets by whlch the authorlty of chiefs
of bureaus is made in certaln reapects
pl-actlcally equal to that of the Secre¬
tary or the Prosldent.

"2. The divlslon of responslblllty and
consequent lack of co-ordlnatlon ln' the
preparatlon for war and conduct or
war.

"8. The functions of certaln bu¬
reaus. so as to see whether It Is nor
possible to consolIdate them.

"4. The necessity of providing the
Secretary of the Navy wlth milltary
ndvisers who are responslble to hltii
for co-ordlnatlng tho work of tho bu¬
reau and for preparatlon for war.

"5. The necessity for economlcal al-
lotmotH and tllsbursonient of appro¬prlatlons and for a system wliich will
insure strict nceountablllty.

"0. Flnally, 1 wu'nt yonr vlews as to
how best to recognlze and emphasize
the strictly-)military character ut tlie
navy, ho that preparatlon for war shall
be controlled under the secretary by
the milltary .branch of tho navy, whlch
benrs the responslblllty for tho suc¬
cessful conduct of war operatlons.

"I wlsh to havo the above subjeets
considered under two goneral heads:

"Flrst. as to tlie fundamental prin-
ciples of an organlzatlon that wlll in¬
sure an efflclent preparatlon for war
In tline of peace,.ti 8epa.ra.ta report. un¬
dor this hend to he submltted at the
earliost pi'acticabio date.

"Second. speellto vocoinniemjiitluns as
to thc changes ln the present organl-zatlbps tliat will accompllsh thls re¬
sult, tho report under thls head to bo
submitted to me.

"ln addition to the above reports. [
deslre your recomniondatlon as to tho
number, location and genoral facilities
of tho navy yards, whicii aro requlred
for strategic conslderatlon ln time of
war, und f >r inaintainiiig the lloet ln
constant readlness foi- war In tlmo uf
peace, ''Sincerely yours,

CHICAGO, Januarj' 27..National
Prohlbition Party headquartors to-
night Issued a protest against what lt
calls the "booze banquet," to be held
at Springfleld, 111., on Fcbruary 12th,
in celebratlon of the centennlal of
Abraham Llnooln's blrth.
The prohlbltlonlats* protest quotea an

extract of Lincoln's speech made at his
home In Springfleld on June 19, 1S60, ln
the presence of the' committee from the
convention whlch' named hlm for
president, as follows:
"Oentlemen, we must plodge our mu¬

tual health in the moat healthful bev-
erage -whlch God has glven to man. It
Ia the only beverage I have ever used
or allowed ln my family, and I can¬

not conacientioualy depart from lt on

the present occasion. It is pure Adam's
ale from the spring."

All then stood up and drank from
cups of cold water, lt is sald.

Mr. Llncoln, the protest says, ones
sald: "The noxt great question after
reconstructlon wlll be tho overthrow
of"the liquor trafflc."
Eugene W. Chafln, prohlbition candl-

dat* for President In the recent elec¬
tion, speaklng of the protest, sald: "It
would be slngularly lnapproprlate. to
serve wlne at the Llncoln memorial
banquet at Lincoln's own home."

ROOSEVELT APPR0VES
He Aak* Congrens Thnt Wreck of

Malne Dc Removed.
WASHINGTON, D. C, January 27..

Prealdent Roosevelt to-day sent to
Congress a message approvlng the re-
commendatlon of Governor Magoon
that an approprlatlon be mado to re-
move the wreck of the Malno from
Ilavana harbor. The President's mes¬

sage was as follows:
"Governor Magoon, on the eve ot

leavlng Cuba, had cxpressed the hopo
that the wreck of the battleship Malne
may bo removed from the harbor of
Havana. I trust the CongreBs wlll see
the wlsdom of thls suggestlon and wlll
provlde for the removal of the Malne.
We should not allow the wreck of thls
hlstorlc shlp to remain as a ppsslble
danger to navlgatlon ln Havana har¬
bor. Thls ls wise from no standpolnt.
An approprlatlon should be made for
the removal."

CHANGES RECOMMENDED
Membera of'Committee Believe Canal

Governnient Cnn Be Improved.
WASHINGTON, D. C, January 27..

Changes in the method of administra¬
tion of tho governnient on lhe Itshmian
Canal zono nre recommended to Con¬
gress In a blll whlch wns agreed upon
to-day .by thc Committee on Interstate
Commerce, whoso members recently re¬

turned from the zone. Instead of tho
commisslon of seven now governlng
the zone, the hill protvUles for a gov¬
ernor and director lo relleyb tlie dhlet
of englneers of matters not directly
connected wlth Ihe actual work of con¬

structlon, but itis so worded as to
permlt tho Presldont to tippoln Colonel
Goethals, the prosent chlef engineer as
director, in addition to his'posltion ns
chlef engineer. The report of tlio com¬

mittee, will praise Colonel Goethnls's
work unstintedly.
Instead of threo district courts on

the zone. one ls provided, and a method
of appcaling to the Flfth Judlclal Clr¬
cuit of New Orleans Is authorlzed. Tho
present form of governmont organized
hy the President under executlvo ori-
der is legullzed by thc blll.

Thls rii'lhiii is saiii to he In
iin'tlelpation of tho subpoena of Mr.
.Smlth by the Judiciary Oovnmlttoe,
whlch ls Investlgatlng tho authorlty
of lnw under whicii the Presldont per¬
mltted the merger.

NO FURTHER PROGRESS

IN FILLING JURY BOX

Murder of Carmack Referred to in
Inaugural of Governor Patter¬
son, Who Invites Impeach-
ment, That High Office May;
Be Respected.State in

the Shadows.

NASHVILLE, TENN., January 27..
The flrst day of the neoond week
of tho trlal of Colonti Duncan fl.

Cooper, Kobln Cooper and John D.

Sharp for tho slaying of former Sena¬
tor E. XV. Carmack closed thls evening
wlth' no further progress ln the aetec-
tion of the Jury- Deputy sheriffa aro

rlding the county to aummon the thlrd
vcnlre of 600 talesmen, whlch wlll re¬

port Friday.
But lf no progTeaa was made in com-

plotlng tho Jury, lt at least was not
deploted. Judge Hiirt apent the day
hearlng teatlmony ae to the oompe-
tency of Juror Lelgrh and In formulat-
Ing a deflnltlon of drunkenneas. About
slxty wltneaaea were examined on both
sldes. Thoso for the State were qulte
posltive that Leigh wag drunk when
selected, and was an habltual drunk-
ard. One man swore that Leigh had
declared that Carmack waa a "blank
blank, and ahould have been kllled
long ago."
Others sald he expreaaed the oplnlon

that Sharp was Innocent, and that the
Coopera wore Justlflably provoked.

Hnd Tnken "a Ferr."
On the sldo of the defense the wlt¬

neas admltted Leigh was a drinklng
man; that he had taken "a few" the
day he waa chosen on the Jury, but
they lnslated ho was not drunk withln
the deflnltlon of Judge Hart.that is,
that he waa not making a publlc nul-
sance of himself.

R. H. Sherrln. a member of the grana
jury, called by the defense. thought
Leigh was sober on laat -Wednesday.
On croas-examlnation, he vigoroualy
denled that after he had gone on tho
bond of former Sherlff Cartwrlght,
arreated for perjuryln connection wlth
this case, he had aald: "Never mind,
Tom; thls charge against you wlll have
to come before me in the grand Jury
room."
After both sides had cloaed, Judge

Hart called Juror Leigh. explained the
chargea to hlm and told hlm hls prlvl¬
leges.

"I was drunk on Tuesday," Leigh
promptly agreed, "and also on Wed¬
nesday morning, the day I was select¬
ed. I never sald Carmack should have
been killed long ago."

Helleves Sherlff Innoecnt.
He sald ho declared a bellef ln the

sherlff's Innocence, but denled saylng
nny tli Ing about the Coopers. On cross-
exarainatlon he qualifled hls admlsslon
of drunkenness, and declared what he
meant was that he "was a llttle drunk"
those two days.
"You mean you were under the ln¬

fluence of liquor tho day bofore you
were selected and on the day itself?"
"Tes, slr."
"But not drunk?"
"No, slr. When I'm drunk I don'v

know anythlng."
Ile admltted that he had been hav¬

ing two drinks a day slnce belng on
tho jury.
The court ordered hlm returned to the

jury room untll his cause was deoldod,
and he was advised to "cut out" tho
two little drinks a day hereafter.
Attorney-General McCarn asked tli<tt

an order be entered prohlbltlng tho
serving of liquor to tho Jury, and the
court so ordered. except ln tho case of
Juror Whitworth, ¦whose physlcian
prescrlbed lt. Judge Hnrt then sald he
would listen to dlscusslons on the
case in thes morning, at whlch tlme,
too, the charges against Juror Jack¬
son will be considered.

The French press pays a hlgh trlbute

to the genius of^. Coquelln, whom lt
consldera to havo been one of tho
greatest theatrlcal flgures of the age.

Almoat all the papers recall hls lat¬
est suecess in Sardou'a "The Poison
Affalr." ,The Temps says that Coque¬
lln wlll be mourned by every one; by
the authors of whom he was the bril¬
liant Interpreter, by the public of
whom he was the Idol, by the great
and humble, and by poor actresseg of
whom he was the benefactor.
The funeral of Coquelln will be held

January 29th.
The death of M. Coquelln la an in-

calculable loss to the French stage.
Only a few days ago M. Rostand, who
recently has been giving the flnlshlng
touches to "Tho Chantlcleer," arrived
in Parls from Cambo, and he was roady
to begin the rehearsals of the play
in whlch M. Coquelln. who had the
leading role. was expeeted to duplicate
hls famous suecess obtalned in M. Ilo«-
tand'a "Cyrano de Bergerac." M. Co-
fjuelln suceumbed suddenly at mld¬
night to ari actite attack~of embolistn.

dissenting oplnion concludlng:

Bolling Wlll Not Itexlgn.
The Councll took no nctlon on th&

two papers presented other than .t<i
order them prlnted.. together wlth tha
stonographlc record of tho evidenc*
and a statement made to the Investl¬
gatlng ooninilttoe by City Engtncei
Bolllng iu concludlng his testimony.
Mr. Bolling stood with several friemh.

In tlie Council Chamber throughout th«
readlng of thc .reports, nnd was latoi
surrounded by many who gave hltr,
assurances of Confldence and support.
Tle sald ho. had no statement to niake'
for publicatlon, that havlng already
been made to the investlgatlng com¬
mltteo.

Bolling wns elected City
Lngincer on January o, 1908, and the
foll-call of the joint caucus show3'
thut of thc members of tlie investlgat¬
lng comtnlttoe, Mr. Whlttet. the authot
of the mlnorlty report, w'as the only
one who voted for him. Councllman
Lynch.and. Alderman Richardson voted
for Mr. Jackson Bolton, the Asslstant
Clty Engineer. Councllman Davls an.l
the chairman of the investlgatlng
committee, Mr. Gllbert K. Pollock.
voted for Bulldlng 'Inspector Beck. At
the lime of the election It was gen¬
